MAGNIFICENT frankness and common sen.se breathes 
thru the utterances of Sean MacKeown, Arthur 
Griffith, 


Michael Collins, Robert Barton, and the miners who are sup- 
porting the peace terms in the Dail. MacKeown, a command- 
ant in the Irish army, who was at one time under sentence of 
death in a British prison, phrased the whole issue well, and it is 
hoped accurately, when he declared, "The Irit>h people want 
substance, not shadows." 


Robert Barton, a veteran of the British army, who became 


convinced of the justice of the Irish cause while an officer in 
charge of Sinn Fein prisoners, declared that he signed the com- 
promise against his will because he deemed it a lesser evil than 
the renewal of war. Gavan Duffy, who was also opposed, sign- 
ed for the same reason. 
Michael Collins, who has come to the 


front as the leader of the peace party, and who seeras likely to 
dominate the new government if De Valera is defeated, de- 
clared that the plenipotentiaries had brot back security and 
freedom, and could work toward the ultimate freedom which 
the Irish people desired. 
Arthur Griffith revealed the surpris- 


ing fact that not once during the negotiations had the plenipo- 
tentiaries demanded an Irish republic. Of this omission Mr. De 
Valera must, of course, have been aware. 


Mr. De Valera's reply altho both passionate and personal, 


was an insistence upon what MacKeown called shadow rather 
than substance. His preoccupation was with that magnificent 
pretense by which the Irish patriots, harassed, hunted, out- 
lawed, had made believe 1hat Ireland was in fact an independ- 
ent country resisting invasion. He ignored the reality of free- 
dom and denounced the formal concessions by which it had 
been bot. Mr. Plunkett and Erskine Guilders followed him in- 
to the same logical impasse. 


The outsider, however sympathetic with the cause of Irish 


independence, will have little patience with these protests. If 
blood is again shed in Ireland because of them the extremists 
are likely to find that they have lost much of the sympathy and 
support which, Americans were once glad to give them.

France may really believe that Germany has power under the 
Versailles treaty to build a dangerous navy. She may think the 
Germans will arrange with the starving and 
impoverished 


Lenin government—now in an industrial infancy and unable to 
manufacture more than a part of the finished goods needed for 
the Russian population—to btlild effective submarines and light 
cruisers. France seems to have a capacity for believing things 
—a capacity natural, to be sure, when her sufferings of the last 
seven years are candidly considered. 
On the other hand, the 


naval persistence of the French may simply be a shrewd move 
to strengthen France's position with regard to a military estab- 
lishment. 
She must yield somewhere, and better on the sea 
than on the land. 


In the end the discussion must go back to the facts 
The 


chief of these is that no satisfactory basis for a ratio aside from 
that of existing naval strength has been suggested. France can 
hardly expect to be credited with all the 500,000 tons she might 
have had if her 1912 policy had been carried out. Neither can 
she expect to build submarines and cruisers on a basis wildlv 
exaggerating her present strength.
